taken'up the cudgels and is calling for action. 
Me has intro- 


duced a resolution which calls for a schedule of Ihe qnanlitieb 
of fresh and salt meats, canned meats, canned and dried vege- 
tables and all other food products held now in cold-storage 01 
elsewhere, with all other information that may be called for in 
connection with the subject, including the details of purchase, 
(he prices paid, etc. 


The congressmen who 
arc '. moving in 
Iliis matter arc 


prompted by the belief that it is*(imc for the War Department 
to be unloading these provisions, which arc no longer called 
for by the armv, and which (he- people of the country need. 
iHhese foods were thrown upon the market, with safeguards 


' against profiteering on (he part of (hose into whose hands they 


fell, Ihere should be a degree of relief in the matter of prices, 
a relief that is sorely needed. 
No one wants the markets 


broken or demoralized, but there is a feeling that it is about 
time for war prices lo begin to yield to some extent lo peace 
conditions; that il is wrong thai prices should remain where 
they are when the government has slorcfiouscs filled to burst- 
ing-ill many parts of country. 


It is lo be hoped and expected that Ihe-steps taken by these 


•/Massachusetts congressmen will lead to' action. 
II is high 


time-that fliesc immense supplies of food stuffs should be re- 
leased. For (he government lo -continue to hold Ihem, now 
'lhat (lie emergency which led lo llicir purchase is past, would 
.iiiiounl virtually to assisting'in concring the market and com- 
pelling the people to pay war prices for what they eat in lime 
of peace! 
•' 


There is no good reason why they should be obliged lo do 


ihis. These foods arc in llie.cowilry and should be accessible 
lo the people, who submitted lo many hardships and priva- 
tions without compla'int while the war was in progress. The 
government should remember Ihis and refuse to have part in 
any attempt,lo maintain prices,by withholding supplies that 
might easily be made available;-;:;.''
